Preparation of all this material 
and of the catalogue itself is go- 
ing to require so much time that 
it is not practicable to hold the 
action on June 30, as had been 
planned.

W. Linn _lications we addressed a letter to the Postoffice 
Department at Washington and inquired why we, like other pub, 
lishers had not been supplied with the picture, since in the past we 
had always received such prints promptly. 

A reply came back from the Office of the Postmaster General 
from which we quote: “I have your letter of June 8, addressed to the 
Third Assistant Postmaster General and referred to me by him. * * * 
“On inquiring into the matter, I find that your name was inadvert- 
antly missed in sending the photographs of the Polish Commemora- 
tive Postage Stamp, I hope this has not inconvenienced you seriously 
and assure you that it will not happen in the future. Please pardon 
this oversight.” 

A copy of the photo should have come with that letter after our 
inquiry for it, but none came and we were obliged to write another 
letter and specifically ask that a copy of the Photo be sent us. In 
due time this photo did arrive and we are thus able to present it 
to our readers altho late and perhaps after many of you have seen 
the actual stamp. 

We trust that we shal] not again be obliged to ask for such pic- 
tures for our readers. Where material of this nature is supplied a 
certain class of publications, we are entitled to the same service as 
other publications of our class and our readers are likewise entitled 
to that service through us.

terest in stamps. Stamp collectors as a whole are usually among the 
best informed people in the world on geography and world history 
and Mr. Edson might find something real worthwhile to write about 
if he would learn something from stamps. 





That U. S. O. Auction 

We understand there is still time to make contributions of stamps 
and material for the USO auction. This affair seems to have suffered 
from lack of vision and imagination on the part of the sponsors, It 
was originally intended to print parts of the sale in different auction 
catalogs and depend on room bids to take up the rest of the material. 
The sponsors had no definite plan for a real sale, it was a makeshift 
affair from start to finish and as a result looked like a terrible flop 
until recently when some attempt has been made to get donations 
and publicity. As a result we are told that heaps of choice material 
is being sent in. The committee wil] now probably be forced to make 
a real sale out of it and as a result the date is again moved for, 
ward. We are told that one of the leading New York dealers has 
donated $1000 net value in fine U. S. stamps, that a big Boston 
dealer has dumped in 2 whole collection of British Colonies. Another 
donation is a complete set of Farley sheets. To help this sale, Linn’s 
Weekly Stamp News offered the Committee two full pages of ad- 
vertising space without a cent of charge, for a printing of the auc- 
tion catalog. It is now probable with all the help that is pouring in 
that a real catalog and a real sale will be put on. Certainly an affair 
of this nature needs men who have confidenee in what they are try- 
ing to do. Anything mey happen yet, so all we can do now is wait 





RMAIL COVERS.

The Civil Aeronautics Board 
recently approved additional air 
service to and from Washington, 
D. C. via three new routes (A) 
Toledo, Ohio, to Washington 
(United Airlines); (B) Dayton, 
Ohio to Washington (T.W.A.) and 
(C) St. Louis, Mo. & Louisville, 
Ky. to Washington (Eastern Air- 
lines. There will be intermed- 
iate points on (B) and (C) but 
at the immediate time, I am uncer- 
tain of what they are. As soon as 
I find out, I'll have the informa- 
tion in this column. This is the 
first time that any of these car- 
riers have had service into Wash- 
ington from the West and con- 
sequently, first flight covers 
should be listed in the catalogue. 
Further details as to time of 
flight, intermediate p oints, ete. 
will be given soon. 














Another recent approved route 
of the Civil Aeronautics Board 
was that of K. L. M.—Royal 
Dutch Airlines to extend its West 
Indian uirline from Curacao and 
Aruba to Miami, Florida, by way 
of either Kingston, Jamaica or 
Port Au Prince, Haiti, and Cam- 
aguey, Cuba, Dutch pilots will fly 
using American Lockheed planes. 


The Royal Netherlands Post- 
master of Curacao has announced 
through K. L. M. that all philate- 
lic covers will receive an official 
bilingual first flight ca chet. It is 
also probably that these covers 
will receive both Curacao and U. 
S. censor markings. 


In view of the impossibility to 
send covers to Curacao or Aruba, 
due to the War, K. L, M. Royal 
Dutch Air Lines has agreed to 
service first flight covers only for 
collectors of the U. S. A. and 
Canada (and to A. P. O. and navy 
addresses throughout the world) 
as. follows: 


Willemstad, Curacao, to Miami, 
Florida 35 cents per cover. 
Oranjestad, Aruba, to Miami, 
Florida 35 cents per cover. 

However, covers addressed to 
members of the Allied armed for- 
ces, auxiliaries, Red Cross, U. S. 
O., YMCA, American Field Ser- 
vice, and Salvation Army, addres- 
sed in care of A. P. O. or Navy, 
anywhere, will be serviced be- 
tween the above points at 20 
cents per cover. 


K. L. M. has prepared an artis- 
tically designed multi-colored air- 
mail envelope to further enhance 
the philateile value of the cover. 
These envelopes were designed by 
L. W. Staehle, noted cachet ar- 
tist, and will be supplied free to 
collectors upon request. 


All requests for covers should 
be sent immediately to Royal 
Dutch Air Lines, 521 Fifth Ave- 
nue, New York City, N. Y. to- 
gether with a money order pay- 
able to KLM for exact amount 
of service desired. This postage 
applies only to covers addressed 
to U. S. A., Canada, and Military 
and Naval addresses. This flight 
will occur in the very near future. 

No covers will be handled be- 
tween or to intermediate points, 
nor will any philatelic mail be 
flown between the “United States 
and any points on the routes.

the peace conference of -the fu- 
ture, according to these officers, 
it will be difficult to bring up a 
single area throughout the world 
which would prove strange to 
his scholarshiv and _ prodigious 
memory, He would never find 
himself in the plight of Prime 
Minister David Lloyd George, 
who was compelled to admit, at 
Versailles, that he had never 
heard of Silesia. 

Rear Admiral Daniel J. Calla. 
ghan, who was killed on _ the 
bridge of his flagship, the cruis- 
er San Francisco, during the 
Battle of the Solomon Islands on 
Nov. 13 last, was at one time 
naval aide to the President. He 
and the President got into a dis- 
pute one day about the situation 
of a reef, the name of which has 
been forgotten by those who over- 
heard the conversation. To sup- 
port his view, Callaghan produced 
a chart of the Navy Department’s 
Hydrographic Office.| It proved, 
after investigation, that the Presi- 
dent was right and the official 
map was wrong. 


Map Reading, Topography As Boy 

In School In Germany 
So far as can be learned, Mr. 
Roosevelt is a self-made geog- 
rapher. The only published ref- 
erence available to formal tuition 
in this branch appears in Ernest 
K. Lindley’s biography, which re- 
lates that from the time Frank- 
lin was 7 until he was 15, he was 
taken abroad for Several months 
each year, sometimes to England 
and at other times to Nauheim, 
Germany, where his father took 
the cure. 

“During two summers,” the ac- 
count proceeds, “‘he attended pub- 
lic school in Nauheim. Kaiser 
Wilhelm II had just ascended the 
throne, and the schools had insti- 
tuted new courses in map-reading 
and military topography, which 
interested Franklin especially.” 

His education by means of pos- 
tage stamps had begun even ear- 
lier.| His mothers albums grew to 
include European as well as Asia- 
tic specimens, but were particu- 
larly rich in items from MHong- 
kong. She gave the collection to 
her brother, Frederic A. Delano, 
now chairman of the National Re- 
sources Planning Board, who pre- 
sented it in turn to his nephew, 
when the latter was 8. Its en- 
largement, by purchase and trade, 
became the boy’s principal avo- 
cation, which he continued to pur- 
sue at Groton and then at Har- 
vard. 

His purse was unequal to the 
precious oddities and curios which 
are the delight of philatelic zeal- 
ots.| By the time he entered pub- 
lic life, he had built up a collec- 
tion which was not highly dis- 
tinguished, but which formed an 
adequate representation of lead- 
ing stamp issues during the last 
quarter of the nineteenth century. 

It had not cost him “real mon- 
ey,” as is the case of the notable 
albums of Harold L: Ickes, be- 
tween whom and the President 
this hobby formed an early and 
lasting tie. The Secretary of the 
Interior is on record with an 
avowal which expresses the senti- 
ment of true postage addicts and 
illustrates the gulf between Mr. 
Roosevelt and himself. “A good 
red-blooded philatelist,” exclaims

Imaginative Excursions 
Perhaps by way of compensa- 
tion, young Roosevelt from the 
start abandoned the point of view 
of fanciers and speculators, and 
learned to prize his stamps for 
their educational value. _ They 
were not ends in themselves, as 
is true of most enthusiasts, but 
starting points for excursions 
which his lively curiosity made 
into lands from which they de- 
rived. Thus he became familiar 
with the records, peoples, man- 
ners and products all over the 
globe.| The years have rewarded 
him by increasing the value of

his personal collection many-fold. 
Numerous items for which he paid 
20 cents each are now rated at 
$12 to $15, 


The field of postage issues ex- 
panded so enormously after the 
turn of the century that the fu- 
ture President determined to lim- 
it his field to North, Central and 
South America and Hongkong. 
He was forced to continue as a 
general rather than _ specialized 
collector by gifts which began 
pouring into his hands when he 
was Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy and Governor.of New York, 
and which have multiplied by 
leaps and bounds since he _ be- 
came President of the United 
States. 


The White House states that his 
collection today consists of 35,000 
items in 40 albums. Others who 
should know regard the estimate 
as modest, and suspect that it re- 
fers only to specimens that are 
mounted and bound. They calcu- 
late that the number of stamps in 
boxes should be reckoned by hun- 
dreds of thousands if not mil- 
lions, and that, when mounted, 
they will occupy something like 
140 instead of 40 volumes. 


The range of his geographical 
accomplishments may be calcula- 
ted by noting a few of the im- 
portant gifts he has received. One 
of the latest was a complete as- 
sembly of stamps of the Union of 
South Africa, which was sent to 
him by Field Marshal Jan Chris- 
tian Smuts. The messenger was 
Joseph C. Grew, former Ambas- 
sador to Japan, who picked up 
the album on his return voyage 
to the United States. 


Maxim Litvinoff’s Gift 

When Russia was recognized by 
the American Government, Max- 
im Litvinoff, now Ambassador to 
Washington, rejoiced the Presi- 
dent with a luxurious volume, 
richly embossed in gold, which 
contained a veritable library of 
postage stamps of the Soviet Un- 
ion.| During pre-war years the 
President received five volumes 
of stamps from the Republic of 
Poland, including items  auto- 
graphed by Ignace Paderwski; a 
set of all Chinese issues since the 
republic was founded; and a vol- 
ume of Turkish stamps from Ke- 
mal Attaturk. School ‘children of 
The Netherland: gave him an al- 
bum of Dutch stamps. A German 
collection was presented in 1932, 
during his first campaign for the 
presidency, by the Germany Press 
Club of Chicago. 


Other tomes were contributed 
by the governments of Italy, 
Czecho-Slovakia, Greece, Bul- 
garia, Finland and Canada. Ad- 
miral Byrd sent Antarctic stamps 
from Little America. There is a 
first-flight cover borne on the voy- 
age of the China Clipper in 1943 
which inaugurated the Pacific 
air mail service. Some years ago 
the Bureau of Engraving and 
Prnting sent him five books con- 
taining all the stamps ever run 
from its presses. 


G. O. P. Contributor. 

A bitter Republican opponent, 
former Senator Joseph S. Freling- 
huysen of New Jersey, neverthe- 
less made a fraternal gift of some 
of the best stamps from his fam- 
ous collection to the New Deal 
President.

a devoted philatelist. The State 
Department regularly sends. him, 
to be sorted out, the covers of its 
voluminous foreign mail. When 
he isolates himself in the Dutch- 
ess Hill Cottage at Hyde Park, he 
takes along for company a box or 
so of stamps, which he examines, 
classifies and mounts. Sometimes, 
through a magnifying glass, he 
studies with a connoisseur’s eye 
the almost imperceptible change 
of tint which can result in stamps 
of identical issue from the wear- 
ing down of plates on the press 
between 9 a. m. and 4 p. m. of 
the same day. There are standing 
instructions for the stamp column 
of a Washington newspaper to 
follow him to Warm Springs. 


Substitute for Solitaire. 


Work with his stamps is what 
solitaire—which he also plays at 
odd moments—is for many other 
men. It is a comfort at moments 
of ‘ worry, and an_ occupation 
which quiets his brain while the 


subconscious delves out some 
onerous conclusion. 
“He turns to this hobby at 


once,” writes another biographer, 
Emil Ludwig, “when a visitor fails 
to keep an appointment or when 
any other pause intervenes in the 
day’s work. Hete his activity can 
find manual satisfaction side by 
side with interest in history and 
geography ...A colleague watch- 
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sorting stamps into little heaps 
with his unengaged right hand, 
and then pasting them in.| On the 
Potomac on his yacht, a friend 
saw him cutting out the stamps 
of his state letters.”

The two new Health stamps 
will be a 1d plus 12d green and a 
2d plus 1d brown. The first stamp 
will picture the little Princess 
Margaret and the other will pic- 
ture Princess Elizabeth. These 
will be the first triangle stamps 
ever issued by New Zealand. 
Other features of the design in- 
clude a coronet in the apex of the 
trinagles, a spray of English oak 
with acorns in the left hand cor, 
ner of the triangle and spray of 
New Zealand manuka in the right 
corner of the triangle. 


The stamps are based on a de- 
sign submitted by Mr. J. Berry of 
Wellington, New Zealand and are 
being printed in England _ by 
Messrs Bradbury Wilkinson and 
Company Limited. 


The New Zealand Health stamps 
were actually first issued in 1929 
when a single stamp, ld plus 1d 
scarlet made-its appearance. This 
stamp was inscribed “Help Stamp 
Out Tuberculosis.” In 1930 anoth- 
er similar stamp was issued and 
it also was a 1d plus 1d scarlet 
and the inscription was changed 
to “Help Promote Health.” It was 
not until 1931 that what is gen- 
erally recognized as the Health 
stamps were first issued. The 
single word “Health” was used on 
these stamps of which there were 
two values and this word has been 
used each year since. In some 
years but a single stamp was is- 
sued and in other years’ two 
stamps. 

The first 1931 set has becorne 
quite scarce and both stamps are 
now priced at $2.50 in the Scott 
catalog. It is most probable that 
a great many collectors who have 
specialized these seamps ‘have 
omitted the 1929 and 1930 stamps 
from their collection since they 
do not carry the single word 
“HEALTH.” However these two 
stamps are certainly the forerun, 
ner of this popular series and 
should be included and since each 
is listed at only 60c each it would 
appear that our surmise that these 
two stamps have been overlooked 
by many, must be the cause for 
this low price on the first two 
stamps. These stamps will even- 
tually be picked up by collectors 
of this series when they realize 
that they have been overlooking 
the first two stamps which led to 
the current Health series. Then 
watch the price on these two 
stamps bounce upward.
